Residents of the Lovejoy Common 
School District w ill pay a reduced tax 
bill, thanks to action by the Collin 
County Commissioners Court Mon­ 
day. 
The commissioners approved a 
decreased tax rate and an increased 
budget for the district, making the 
actual tax bill only slightly less than 
last year's assessm ent, according to 
County Judge Nathan E White Jr 
The tax levy was set at $111 per SUH) 
valuation in the district based on the 
county’s new property valuation and 
this compares with the $1 75 per $100

The increase of 
protective service referrals made to 
C a w, requires constant recruitm ent 
of foster parents," he revealed 
“ A foster parent is like any other 
parent; however, the foster parent 
has the motivation to extend his home 
and love to a child in need," Hartline 
added 
There are primarily two types of 
foster homes needed by Collin County 
Child Welfare regular agency foster 
homes and emergency foster homes 
Parents of regular agency homes can

placements can vary in duration from 
a few days to over a year 
On tile other hand, foster parents of 
em ergency hom es contract w ith 
CCCW to accept a child in need of 
placement at

However, the duration of these 
placements is limited to 30 days In

"Too many people believe one must 
bt* financially well off to become 
foster parents," Hartline said "On 
the contrary, we encourage everyone 
to participate, including thoae with 
lower incomes

There is a particular need for homes 
which will accept teenagers," he

Safety Council estim ates from 360 to 
460 persons will die in traffic ac­ 
cidents during the three day Labor 
Day weekend and between 15,000 and 
18,000 persons may suffer disabling 
injuries 
Council President Vincent Tofany 
said Monday American motorists will 
travel more miles than ever before in 
their I .abor Day holiday weekend 
Council statisticians calculated that 
motorists will travel a total of about 
13 I billion miles between 6 p m 
Friday and midnight Monday, Sept 6. 
This compares to 12.6 billion miles for 
the 1975 holiday period and 11 B billion 
for the U»bor Day weekend of 1974, 
when the energy crisis restricted 
driving 
"This increased mileage for the 
holiday means increased exposure to 
danger for the country’s motorists 
and to their passengers,” Tofany said. 
They must be more aware than ever 
before of this greater vulnerability to 
accidents.” 
Tofany said many lives would be 
saved if motorists plan trips more 
carefully, take rest breaks or change 
drivers frequently, and make use of 
such safety features as seat belts and 
child restraining devices. 
He also renewed the council's ad­

Paraffin mends 
Styrofoam cooler

DEAR PO LLY — It is so exasperating to find small 
holes in a Styrofoam cooler. They are easily made by an 
ice pick, sticks, etc but rather than discard it and have 
to buy another, patch those leaky holes. Melt regular 
household paraffin that you get at the grocer}' store and 
coat the inside of the thoroughly dried cooler. Larger 
holes can be mended by putting florist’s clay (bought at 
an arts and crafts shop or from a florist) in the holes 
before applying the melted paraffin coating. This has 
saved me money and prevented water from a leaky 
cooler soaking in the carpet on the floor or trunk of the 
car - MRS C I L 


DEAR PO LLY — With grocery store prices so high, I save 
on every little thing I can One way is to cut off those celery 
tops that used to be thrown away, wash and blot dry on a towel 
and then put in a pie tin or on aluminum foil. Put in the oven or 
in the sun to dry out. They are then put in a jar to keep for 
seasoning soups, stews or anything calling for celery season­ 
ing I do parsley the same way. — RUBY. 
DEAR PO LLY — Save those pieces of used aluminum foil 
and make into a ball. You have a great scraper for new 
potatoes just by rubbing them thoroughly. I also use such 
pieces for scouring aluminum (not teflon) pans. 
Another saving can be made by rotating sheets and pillow­ 
cases and using those from the bottom of the stack. You will 
find they have been pressed by the weight of the other sheets 
Also, it pays to distribute the wear by using the wide top hems 
at the bottom of the bed since this end wears out first. I save 
towels that are too worn for use in the bathroom and find them 
handy when canning Such towels make an ideal resting place 
for hot jars. They also make hand protectors when moving hot 
jars This saves having to bleach and remove stains from 
kitchen towels. 
I save plastic bread wrappers. When buying bread for the 
freezer I put an extra wrapper over the original, tie and find 
the bread keeps much better. I buy trial size shampoo, mouth 
wash. etc. If the brand is liked well enough to rebuy it, the 
small containers are saved, the largest most economical size 
bought and the smaller containers are refilled from it as need­ 
ed This is not only good for every day use, but when traveling

Problem 


Bitter 


BY SAM D. COTNER 
Extension H orticulturist 
Every year, a seem ingly 
very serious problem occurs 
in hom e gardens in nearly all 
parts of Texas. Home g a r­ 
deners report that for som e 
m y sterio u s rea so n th e ir 
cucum ber and eggplant fruit 
develop 
an 
u n p le a sa n t, 
bitter taste 
Possible reasons for bitter 
fruit range from old-wives 
tales to seem ingly accu rate 
sc ien tific 
ex p lan a tio n s. 
Some of the m ore com monly 
h ea rd 
ca u ses 
in clu d e 
planting by the wrong sign of 
the moon, harvesting after 
noon, im p ro p e r w a te rin g 
and fertilization, and high 
tem peratures during fruit 
growth 
and 
developm ent. 
What is the real reason? 
It’s safe to say that the exact 
cause is unknown at this 
tim e, even though num erous 
tests have been conducted 
i n v e s t i g a t i n g 
t h i s 
phenomenon. 
R esearch has determ ined 
that bitterness is genetic and 
can be inherited. Therefore, 
som e varieties can be m ore 
bitter than others 
However, this does not 
ex p lain 
how 
d iffe ren ce s 
within a variety can exist, or 
how 
bitterness can 
vary 
from fruit to fruit on the 
sam e plant. Such differences 
tend to indicate that bit­ 
terness is affected by other 
conditions. 
It appears that any con­ 
ditions that place the plant in 
stress can lead to bitter fruit. 
In Texas, these conditions 
are no doubt low m oisture, 
high tem perature and low 
fertility. 


Reports of bitter eggplant 
and 
cucum bers 
generally 
occur toward m id-sum m er, 
very seldom early in the 
season. 
Young 
vigorously 
growing plants very seldom 
produce bitter fruit. 


Conditions early in 
the 
year are generally favorable 
for good growth but as the 
seaso n p ro g re sse s, 
high 
te m p e ra tu re s , 
m o istu re 
s tre s s and possible 
low 
fe rtility conditions o ccu r, 
and reports of bitter fruit 
increase dram atically. 


To 
help 
prevent 
bitter 
fruit, gardeners should try to 
m aintain favorable growing 
con d itio n s 
during 
th e 
sum m er months. Apply light 
ap p lic a tio n s of fe rtiliz e r 
aro u n d 
cu c u m b e rs 
an d 
eg g p la n ts 
to 
m a in ta in 
vigorous growth. 


Mulching to reduce w ater 
loss is a good idea. W ater 
m ore often 
as 
the 
tem ­ 
peratures increase during 
the sum m er. 


E ven 
though 
grow ing 
conditions a re fa v o rab le , 
bitterness can still occur. 
When bitterness does occur, 
home gardeners should peel 
the eggplant and cucum ber 
fruit a little deeper, as the 
b itte rn e ss 
is 
u su ally 
associated with the skin. 


It s interesting to note that 
on cucum bers the sten. end 
is alw ays more hitter than 
the blossom-end. One Texas 
gardener with over 50 years 
experience reports that you 
should 
alw ays 
peel 
a 
cucum ber from the blossom 
end toward the stem end. If 
you don’t the whole fruit will 
becom e hitter.
